About 10 a. in. today Mr. Brown 
noticed letters and clothing blowing 
about on the bridge and others in 
the waters and notified Chief Riggs- 
bee of the Decatur police force who 
fathered up the remains which con­ 
sisted of one shoe, two top shirts, 
one union suit, six handkerchiefs, one 
pair of blue pants, one belt with gold 


buckle on which was engraved the 
name “Clyde.” 
Several letters ad­ 
dressed to Clyde W- Chapman, De­ 
tention Camp, Bn., No. 15, Co. 4, 
Camp Greenlief, Chickamauga Park,

One of the 
letters 
written 
by 
Clara Phan, and 
dated Stonewall, 
Okla.. is evidently from a married 
sister, as a baby’s scrawl is enclos­ 
ed with the following notation writ­ 
ten by an older hand: “this is from 
Clyde to his Uncle Clyde.” 
No action has been taken by the 
local police other than 
to arrange 
that the sister and the authorities at 
Chickamauga Park be notified. Chap­ 
man’s effects will be held pending 
word from his people.

tification of the German.

clared.

“I was so surprised that for a mo­ 
ment I couldn’t open my mouth,” tha 
officer declared to navy department 
officials. 
“The next minute he had 
disappeared.” 
It was learned today that officials 
for some time have been practically 
certain that Gernisn 
U-boat 
com­ 
manders were in direct communica­ 
tion with theae shores, and that at 
various times members of the crews 
had come to shore. 
It is now fairly established that 
the raids off the coast have been 
conducted by three U-boats, and* that 
tliey are of the cruising type, hav­ 
ing a sailing radius of 17,000 miles. 
At least one of them is known to be 
equipped as a cable cutter, follow­ 
ing the severing 
of two 
southern 
cables. 
This is a source of great 
annoyance to the navy, as the cables 
have to be raised 
and 
re-spliced 
wh*n they are once cut. 
The damage done by submarines 
so far has been negligible. 
A few 
small vessels have been sent to the 
bottom, a lightship shelled and two 
cables cut.

instructions to all railway employes 
demanding courtesy in the treatment 
of passengers. 
Mr. MeAdoo's latest 
orders state specifically 
that “the 
public.be damned” policy does not go 
under his administration, and 
that 
civility) shall rule on all ^cessions. 
An « tr a c t from the order follows: 
Farr m any years it was popu­ 
la r ^ believed 
that “the public 
be 
Idamned” 
policy 
was 
the, 
p o li^ of the 
railroads 
under 
priváta control. 
Such a policy 
is indefensibie either under pri­ 
vate control or government con- 
trdlT' It would be 
particularly 
indefensibie under public control 
when" railroad employes are the 
direct servants of the public. 
My attention has 
also 
been 
called to tjfte fact that employes 
have sometimes offered an ex­ 
cuse for their own shortcomings, 
or as a justification for delayed 
trains or 
other difficulties 
the 
statem ent that “Uncle 
Sam is 
running the railroads now,” or 
“These are 
McAdoo’s 
orders.” 
Nothing could be more reprehen­ 
sible than the statem ents of this 
character and nothing could be 
more harmful to the success of 
the railroad administration and 
to the welfare 
of the railroad 
employes themselves. 
The old time railroad official, us­ 
ually th* station agent, was popu­ 
larly supposed to be retained large­ 
ly because of his 
brusqueness 
in 
dealing with the patrons of the line 
from which he received his salary 
check. 
He was haughty, curt, unac­ 
commodating. 
Of late years, how­ 
ever, the crusty type has been large­ 
ly replaced by affable and obliging 
men. 
Many railroads 
had stressed 
the fact that their agents should act 
more as the servants o f the people 
and less as their m asters. 
Govern­ 
ment ownership had perhaps allowed 
som e of the constitutional shirkers 
to relapse to their form er ways, and 
it is these who are warned by Mr. 
MeAdoo. 
Monopoly, backed by fed­ 
eral authority, is likely to become 
arrogant 
and arbitrary. 
This idea 
of “im posing their w ill” upon 
the 
helpless is the German philosophy, 
and Mr. MeAdoo does not intend for 
the American railroad men to emu­ 
late the K aiser or his subjects.

Patriotism and a desire to serve 


their- country have moved many men 


to submit to the knife of a surgeon 
in order to make them selves phys­ 
ically fit for military service, but not 
many would-be soldiers 
have 
had 
both legs broken 
and 
inclosed in 
plaster casta for weeks so that they 
might enlist. 
This is the length to which Curtis 
Cover, 22 years old, of Albany, Ala., 
was willing to go in order to become 
a member 
of Uncle Sam ’s lighting 
forces. 
As a 
result 
he now is a 
patient in the Union Protestant In­ 
firmary, both 
legs in plaster casts 
from his knees down. 
He has been 
there for some time and has several 
more weary weeks ahead of him b e­ 
fore 
he 
can walk again 
without 
crutches. 
Couldn’t Keep Him Back. _ 
Gover did 
not 
decide upon 
the 
operation without making every e f­ 
fort to get into the service with u 
pair of badly bowed legs— so bent 
were they that 
he could 
walk no 
'rreat 
distance 
without < becotWlhg 
tired. 
But when the United States 
entered the war Gover 
determined 
that he would get to France. 
*‘I reckon I tried most everything,” 
he told a reporter for The News. 
“I 
tried the arm y and the navy and the 
aviation corps and everything else I 
could think of, and 1 tried ’em all 
more than once. 
I was examined 22 
times altogether in different recruit­ 
ing stations, and 1 passed every ex ­ 
amination except for my legs. 
“Even in the aviation 
corps 
I 
passed the examination. 
1 told 'em 
I djdn’t have to have good legs to 
fly with, but they thought different, 
so they turned me down. 
Then I 
tried the marines again. 
Oh! yes, I’d 
tried ’em before in another station, 
and the surgeon said my legs let 
me out. 
I Suggested a Way. 
“But the chap at the last place I 
tried was pretty nice. 
He sent me 
to Paris Island, S. C., for a week, 
and I went under another examina* 
tion there. 
I passed all except for 
my legs. 
But the surgeon told me I 
could have ’em straightened if I was 
willing to go on the operating table. 
He said he knew a inan in Balti­ 
more who could do the work right, 
and so I came here.” 
'i*he surgeon who operated on Mr. 
Gover declined to allow his name to 
be used in connection with the case. 
He said 
Mr. Gover’s condition was 
thoroughly satisfactory and that in 
a 
com paratively 
sh o r t* tim e 
the 
young man would be physically fit 
again. 
“My brother is a captain in the 
Marine 
Corps,” 
Gover 
explained, 
"and I think I’ll go back to Paris 
Island to get in. 
I was going to 
Canada to try 
the 
Royal Flying 
Corps before the surgeon down there 
sent me to Baltimore. 
Not s Chance To Be Drafted. 
“D rafted? 
Not a chance! 
I was 
called up t* ice. 
The first time they 
turned me down, too, and the sec­ 
ond time I was at Paris Island.
